RUGELEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  the 
—  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  people  of  our  District,  and  upon 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  19&5* 


The  unemployment  figures  for  the  year  were  very  low. 

Except  for  one  four  month  period  of  short  time  working  in  one  large 
firm,  1965  was  a  good  year  for  employment  in  all  industries. 

There  were  plenty  of  vacancies,  and  indeed  far  more  vacancies  for 
skilled  workers  than  could  he  filled. 

During  the  year  some  new  firms  came  into  the  area,  thus  creating  more 
opportunity  for  employment. 

The  unemployment  rate  in  Rugeley  was  not  more  than  0.  which  is  to 
he  compared  with  the  rate  for  the  Midlands  as  a  whole  of  1.2 fo*  The 
Midlands  rate,  in  turn,  was  lower  than  that  for  the  country  as  a 
whole. 


Amongst  the  general  prosperity,  some  families  and  individual 
persons  required  and  received  the  support  of  the  Social  Services. 
Problem  families  were  helped  and  supervised. 

Home  Helps  were  provided  for  those  who  required  this  assistance  to 
enable  them  to  continue  to  live  at  home. 

Hostel  accommodation  was  arranged  for  those  who  were  no  longer  able, 
even  with  help,  to  do  so;  and  for  those  who,  on  account  of  advanced 
age,  or  disabling  disease,  required  nursing  care,  beds  in  chronic 
sick  hospitals  were  found. 

No  one  had  to  be  removed  compulsorily  to  Institutional  care,  under 
powers  contained  in  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1947» 
This  is  in  itself  a  measure  of  the  success  of  the  domiciliary  support 
services  for  old  people. 


The  figures  which  comprise  the  Vital  Statistics  can  be 
regarded  as  satisfactory. 

Year  by  year  the  population  of  Rugeley  increases  by  more  than 
700  persons.  The  increase  is  roughly  in  the  proportion  of  400  births 
and  300  people  moving  into  the  district.  The  birth  rate  is  consis¬ 
tently  about  50^  above  the  National  average  rate,  and  from  this  (and 
from  the  area  comparability  factor)  we  may  infer  a  preponderance  of 
young  people  in  the  population.  The  birth  rate  for  1965  was  26.62. 
The  total  number  of  births  for  the  year  was,  as  it  is  every  year; 
greater  than  in  the  preceding  year. 


Thirteen  infants  died  during  the  year,  and  this  number  related 
to  the  total  of  live  births  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  30.8. 
The  figure  is  disappointing  as  it  is  in  excess  of  the  National 
average  rate,  and  of  the  satisfactory  local  rate  obtaining  in  the 
preceding  two  year s. 

In  small  communities  however,  rates  are  apt  to  swing  widely  as  a 
result  of  a  few  deaths  more  or  less  from  year  to  year,  and  in  this 
case  an  addition  of  only  four  infant  deaths  has  caused  a  5 0^  rise  in 
the  rate  over  that  for  the  preceding  year. 

Prematurity  was  the  commonest  cause,  and  this,  together  with  cardiac 
failure  accounted  for  most  of  the  deaths.  Other  causes  were  repre¬ 
sented  by  single  instances  in  each  case. 

By  contrast,  the  still  birth  rate  was  the  same  as  the  National 
average,  and  satisfactory  indeed  for  an  industrial  community. 
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There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 


There  were  1 14  deaths  in  19&5j  giving  a  death  rate  of 
9.08.  Rugeley’s  death  rate  is  consistently,  year  by  year,  below  the 
National  average. 

Within  the  total  figure  there  was  a  normal  distribution  of  causes  of 
death.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  vessels  (heart  failure  and  "strokes”) 
accounted  for  about  half  the  total. 

M+fc  of  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  5%  to  repiratory  disease  (Chiefly 
bronchitis)  and  5%  to  accidents. 


Measles  was  sufficiently  prevalent  to  designate  19&5  as 
a  measles  year.  There  were  199  cases. 

These  began  in  January,  increased  steadily  in  February,  March  and 
April,  reached  a  peak  in  May,  and  gradually  became  fewer  towards 
August.  Measles  incidence  fluctuates  widely  between  nil  and  some¬ 
thing  over  200  cases  a  year. 


There  were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  for  the  first  time  in  our 
annual  statistics.  It  does  look  as  if  the  incorporation  of  whooping 
cough  protection  in  the  anti  Diphtheria  vaccine,  is  now  paying 
dividends.  By  this  means  the  children  get  whooping  cough  protection 
without  the  need  for  separate  apeoi&l  permission,  which  used  to  be 
such  a  stumbling  block. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  19&5* 

Only  one  notification  of  dysentery  was  received  during  the  year. 

There  were  again  no  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Immunisation  is  now  well  established  in  clinics  and  schools. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis. 

Poliomyelitis  immunisation  is  available  in  clinics  and  schools,  and  Is 
now  so  easy  to  administer,  that  it  is  freely  accepted. 

Only  3  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  - 
about  one  third  of  the  number  prevailing  some  ten  years  ago. 

Four  presons  recovered  during  the  year,  two  were  transferred  out  of 
the  district,  and  one  died. 

There  was  thus  a  net  reduction  of  four  cases  on  our  tuberculosis 
register,  which  now  stands  at  46. 

Routine  checks  on  water  supplies,  and  upon  food  stuffs 
were  carried  out  throughout  the  year. 

Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformally  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  the  Council  built  206  houses  and  18 
bungalows.  95  houses  and  34  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  record,  in  these 
introductory  remarks,  the  unfailing  co-operation  of  all  members  of 
the  staff,  and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  interest  throughout  the  year.

(b)  CONTENTS  OF  PAIL  CLOSETS,  CESSPOOLS  ETC  -  This  is  conveyed 
from  the  premises  in  a  cesspool  emptier.
